F.A.0. © A group of FAO technicians, currently made up of a Mission 
Chief and six technicians, has been working in Saudi Arabia for nearly 
two years with the main effort being directed at studying the problems 
of amd the drawing up plans for the development of agricultural lands 
in Wadi Gisan located in the Asirstihana, This phase of the work has 
resulted in reports dealing with soil md land classification, agricul- 
tural development, land and water law problems, and water usage and con- 
trol. Originally in the Birningham report, it was proposed that extensive 
flood control works and storage dams be constructed in Wadi Gisan, at an 
estimated cost of $60,000,000, this report has since been withdrawn. As 
a result of studies by Smallwood and NeVayda, the project has been revised 
and greatly scaled down, to cost an initial $2,000,000. It is proposed 
that a base camp be constructed to be used as a center of operations from 
which to develop the project plans, These include organising an experiment 
station-demonstration farm and starting work on flood water-irrigation 
schemes, ‘The PAO attitude is that through a rational use of the water 
available, commercial agriculture can be promoted to replace the present 
poor subsistence faring type. Complicating the matter, however, is the 
question of funds. FAO lacks the money necessary to put such plans into 
effect and to date SA0 has shown little evidence of being ready to put up 
money for the initial cost of $2,000,000, Mr. Johnson, Chief of Mission, 
has sought to get Point | to supply the funds md FAO the technical assist- 
ance and no doubt on his prompting, an official reqiest has just been 


received for TCA to cooperate in financing the special FAO aerial 
survey and improvements to the Gisan harbor, This is contrary to he 
regulations laid down by Congress, Such basic works as improving Gizan 
harbor, buikiing a road to the base camp and the aerial survey have been 
delayed by SAG's inability or unwillingness to finance them, At this 
time an extensive and detailed survey of the proposed project area is 
to be undertaken, 

Working with this same mission is a fisheries expert who is making 
a 6emonth study of the opportunities for establishing a commercial fishing 
industry in the Red Sea, 

A date packing and marketing expert has been in Saudi Arabia for 
about one year, His project includes packing dates for sale to the 
local pilgrimage traffic and also for export abroad, A small model 
packing plant has been set up in Medina, Currently the technician is 
on a trip to Burope and America to purchase additional machinery to be 
used in packing dates in the Hasa Oasis, A report by another expert on 
date cultivation in Saudi Arabia was submitted one year ago, 

PAO is interested in helping the Saudis to establish a fertilizer 
industry in Hasa Province and has an agreement to that effect, A report 
dealing with the problem was submitted to SAO, Currently an engineer 
is being recruited to carry out further studies and bring the report up 
to date,

Three WHO groups are operating in Smdi Arabia; a venereal disease 
team, @ malaria control team and a qiarmtine advisor, The VD team is 
working in Mecca and conseqently little is known about its actual work, 





The malaria team of two Egyptians has conducted a study of the 
habits of mosquitos, etc, in Jidda and nearby Wadi Fatima, Certain 
small controlled experiments have been undertaken, SAQ provides 
laboratory space, local labor and transport, and certain equipment 
and supplies, in addition to living quarters and allowances, to WHO 
personnel, 

A quarantine advisor to SAG has been provided to furnish technical 
assistance to the government in organising the new quarantine station, 
The effectiveness of both FAO and WHO has been limited due to the lack 
of support funds with which to carry out projects. It is reported that 
the criticism by WHO representatives of the ICA Health Division was the 
main reason for the Minister of Health considering asking that the 
Division be withdraw, ‘he WHO representatives stated that TCA did 
not intend to carry out projects and could be of little benefit to 
Saudi Arabia.

Basis research and extension: 


Saudi Arabia is no different from most underdeveloped areas where 
the potential for rich agricultural output is great but where the tech- 
nical knowledge to achieve increasingly better crops is lacking, The end 
results are poor yield, both in quantity and quality for the original 
producer and little or no monetary return or barter for these poor crops 
because no means of transportation to market exists, 


The domestic food supply of Saudi Arabia can be steadily increased in 
quality and quantity in direct ratio to the progress of related Technical 
Cooperation projects in water resources to provide irrigation and in 
improved methods for combating blights to vegetation and plagues affecting 
livestock, Also, a network of roads must be planned simultaneously with 
these related projects to make possible distribution of farm production, 


It is proposed to give technical cooperation in agriculture by 
berinning at the basic task of planting with better seeds, treated with 
fungicides and planted at the right time of year in well fertilized and 
aerated soil, Locations suitable for irrigation will be selected and 
surrounding soils analyzed by a soil specialist on the staff of FAO who 
will work in close cooperation with a TCA specialist in land use, This 
specialist in land use will advise on the treatment of soils for specific 
crops in order to pain maximum high-grade produce, In addition to vege- 
tables for home consumption, an attempt will be made to provide a source 
of revenue by raising for export produce which should thrive in the area, 
such as coffee, cereal grains, soy beans, and dates, 


Animal husbandry: 


In this field, there will be a program planned to make availabe tech- 
nical assistance in producing better strains in livestock and poultry, This 
will consist of instruction by audio-visual methods and demonstrations 
intended to equip the farmers to make full use of well-bred animals and 
proper care and feeding of the young animals, Healthychicks will be supplied - 
as a starter for progressively superior poultry, Control of diseases +o-beth 
animals andpoutory will constitute a major consideration under this project,

RECOMENDATIONS ARISING QUT OF DISOUSSIONS HELD 
BETWEEN FAO NORTH AMERICAN REGIONAL OFFICE AND UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT WITH RESPECT TO TECHNICAL COOPERATE ON 
PROGRAMS IN SAUDI ARABIA 


With respect to agricultural programs in Swdi Arabia, conver= 
sations were held in Washington on February 12 and 19, 1952, between 
the North Amriesn regional office of FAO and officials of the US 
Government. The purpose of these metings was to examine actual 
and proposed programs on both sides in order to ensure that they 
were coordinated with each other. In addition to officials of 
FAONARO, officials. participating in the conferences on the US. side 
included the Technical Cooperation Adainistration, the Office of 
Near Eastern Affairs, tho Burem of United Nations Affairs, all in 
tho Departmont, of State; end the Department of Agriculture, 


Such reconmentations as are est forth below are to be regarded 
as tentative only, for the purpose of providing a besis of discussion 
in Rome and in the field,

, Fred Johnson has been named by the Food and Agriculture Organization (FAQ) to 
be chief of its technical assistance mission to Saudi Arabia, Y 

As mission chief, Johnson will vork with the Government of Saudi Arabia to carry 
out programs which have been agreed on between the governnent and FAO in FAO's 
technical assistance activities,. FAO will send about 25 technicians to Saudi Arabia 
to develop specific projects, Based on previous surveys made by FAO technicians,. 
three projects are now planned: 


(1) Developing a land and water plan for irrigation and agricultural improve- 
ment in an area on the coastal plain of the RedSea;  ~ 


(2) Building and putting into operation an agricultural institute end denon- 
stration farm to carry on agricultural research, extension, and education; 


_ (3) constructing and putting into operation a fertilizer manufacturing plant 
to convert natural gas by-products of the oil fields into fertilizers, 


Johnson will fly to Rome, Italy, early in September to be briefed at FAO's inter. 
national headquarters before proceeding to Saudi Arabia later in the month, 

Johnson is an economist and an engineer, He hes served as an economist in the 
Office of Price Stabilization in ashington, D. C., this swmer since receiving his 
master's degree this June from Harvard in public adninistration, He is a 190 grad» 
uate of the engineering school at the University of Oklahoma, and worked before and 
following graduation as an engineer in oil fields and in manufacturing plants, He 
was with the Reed Roller Bit Ifanufacturing Company in Houston, Texas, and the Reming~ 
+o Branch of the DuPont Company in Bridgeport, Conn,, and Kansas City, ilo, 

In 194 Johnson went into the Army and was trained in military government work, 
After serving in Italy, he went to Japan in 196 and remained there as a civilian 
exployee of the military government until ridel951, vorking mainly on the agricultural 
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programs, In his civilian capacity he was chief of the Natural Resources Branch of 
the Civil Affairs Section of SCAP (Supreme Commander, Allied Powers), 

In his forthcoming assignment, Johnson will be called on to use much of his 
experience in engineering and in foreign agricultural work, One of his first problems 
in Saudi Arabia willbe to move a 20-ton drilling rig and equipment across 500 miles 
of desert from Jeddah to the Tihama or coastal plain where a valley development 
project will be started, No river in Saudi Arabia runs from source to mouth through 
out the whole year; rather, there are a series of wadis or river beds which carry the 
rainfall rapidly from the mountains to the sea, 

The agricultural improvement project will be located in one of these small wadis, 
4 preliminary survey of the wadis along the Red Sea south of Jeddah was made by an 
FAO team late in 1951, Plans are to build small diversion dams and storage reservoirs 
along the stream to hold some of the water so its flow can be regulated and channeled 
to nearby fields which lack moisture, The soils of the wadi valleys are quite promi- 
sing, the FAO team reported, and the agricultural potential there is great if enough 
water can be made available and is used properly, 

The agricultural institute and research station will provide vocational education 
in both academic and agricultural subjects, The demonstration farm in connection with 
the institute will serve as a model for farmers of the area to show the benefits of 
improved practices, The school will be staffed largely at first by FAO technicians, 
but as in all FAO technical assistance projects, they will train local people to fill 
their jobs when their assignments in the country are completed, 

Saudi Arabia is about one-seventh the size of the United States and has a popula- 
tion of five and a half million people, about 13 people per square mile, 
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Four new agreements FAO, ax by Dodd: and MinFin Dhahran, Jan 30.

not much to add, Tothill took the line that the January 
30 agreements grow naturally out of the September 28, 1950, 
agreement which broadly sets out FAO's program, I recall 
that Brown felt that this encroached on his field and got 
the suspension or cancellation in effect of some clauses 
in it, 


Husseini says that Tothill made the drafts before 
Dodd came, It is strange that with Brown and me living 
and working in buildings adjoining him he did not first 
check on whe we planned, ‘Tothill consulted liusseini 
Just before Dodd came, tiusseini felt that the agreement 
for a research tnstitute and related activities wes just 
for Gizan and would not duplicete paragraph two of my 
draft dated January 17, But when I told him of the plan 
of Tothill to extend the work through all of SA he realized 
its effect 1f implemented on what we have contemplated. 
Ne wonders, however, how far FAO will implement it,

Dr. Young also suggests that it would be usefvl to arrange for a full 
of specialiste repurts as between Point 4 ami F.A,0, As this would 
clearly be all to the good will you please send to this Office as routine 
two extra copies of each of our Pinal Reports for the local Point 4 files, 
Dr. Young undertakes to reciprocate, 


Dr. Young also suggests that it might be a good plan for F.A.0, to send 
copies of all ovr Specialist's reports to the head office of Point 4 in 
Washington, I do not know the existing liaison arrangements and perhaps this 
is routine procedure.

SAUDI ARABIA RESTORING ANCIENT DESERT WATER SOURCES 


In its plans to restore ancient sources of water in the desert for irrigation 
and livestock use, the Government of Saudi Arabia has been provided by the Food and 
‘griculture Organization of the United Nations mth an expert in lfuslim water laws, 
the expert, C, 0, van der Plas (Netherlands), will work with C, ’. Burningham (USA), 
FAO irrigation expert, who is soon to go to Saudi Arabia, 

It is necessary to avoid infringing complex traditional customs in irrigation 
development, This is doubly important in view of the complicated structures, very 
ancient in origin, through which the water is often secured, 

These structures, in some places, consist of long tunnels, built perhaps 2,000 
years ago, running beneath the wadis, or dry river beds, Some of these tunnels, or 
"horizontal wells", cross beneath others, They are usually about large enough for 
a man to crawl through, 

In his investigation of wadis on the Red Sea Coast, near Janbo', Mr, van der 
Plas examined tunnels (locally called dibls) which were from 10 to 16 kilometers 
(6 to 10 miles) long, and sometimes 30 meters (100 feet) below the bed of the wadi, 
The colossal engineering feat required to construct the tunnels, walled with slabs 
broken from hard rock, is thought to have been carried out when a more numerous 
population sought to counter the gradual dessication of the Arabian peninsula, 

Vater rights are as intricate as the tunnels, luslim law does not codify 
vater rights, but lays down certain general principles, By Sheri'ah law, water 
mst be given free to those who need it for drinking or for watering their live- 
stock and who cannot cet it from the public mpply, This is done in spite of the 
eed of the overs of the dibls to sell as much water as possible, in view of the 
ligh cost of repairs, Thus, the ovmers of the last dibl in the wadi, waterless 
vower down and without any naturally flowing springs, were allowing more than a 
thousand camels and sheep to be watered free of charge, 

Agriculture in Saudi Arabia depends entirely on irrigation, and though the 
iroas under cultivation are widely separated by desert, they could be considerably 
wxtended by the use of modern irrigation techniques, Under the schemes being plan- 
ied, autumn and early winter rains will be contained by dams, The water now escapes 
nto the salt mudflats of the coastal plain, Such methods of storing water and 
Nereasing the flow from the dibls will be studied by Ilr. Burningham,
